Town. Not a guilty tin can must 
of the order oh escape. Dirt, rubbish an<h the ac- 
cumulated riffraff of backyard and 
alley are doomed to extinction, If 
every citizen does his duty. 

Paris people need little urging to 
perform this duty. The reputation 
of being the cleanest city of its size 
in the country is a distinction jeal- 
ously guarded by Paris. Indeed, ex- 
cept for the marshalling of forces 
'for a concentrated drive, the Clean- 
up and Paint-Up campaign is hardly 
necessary here. The average home 
owner in this city is intensely inter- 
ested in making his property at- 
tractive and the acknowledged beau- 
ty of the residential districts is a 
tribute to his unremitting toil and 
care. 

We like to believe that Paris peo- 
ple keep their houses and lawns in 
order from an inherent love of the 
beautiful and not merely because 
they wish to impress the tourist. 
However, it is a fact that visitors to 
t4ie city are greatly smitten with its 
cleanliness and carry away with 
them lasting thoughts of civic 
comeliness. Such neatness reflects 
the personal characteristics of the; 
inhabitants. For this reason our 
Clean-Up and Paint-Up campaign 
each year serves the double pur- 
pose of satisfying our own aesthetic 
sensibilities and preparing for the 
critical scrutiny of the stranger en- 
joying our hospitality. Paris wel- 
comes the inspection, no^matter how 
searching. 

The success of the Clean-Up and 
Paint-Up campaign, in its entirety, 
lies in the wholehearted manner in 
which the community itself adopts 
its- various provisions. The appli- 
cation of paint and varnish here 
and there, the delving into forgotten 
corners with spade and hoe. the lib- 
eral use of rake and broom cer- 
tainly produce wonderful results.

Let 
them also enforce the ordinance re- 
garding weeds on vacant lots and en- 
deavor to compel absentee owners to 
mitigate the dandelion nuisance, 
which often overwhelms a whole 
block from one uncared-for piece of 
property.

KENTUCKY CROP REPORT FOR 
APRIL, 1922 

The condition of wheat and rye in 
all the principal farming sections 
of Kentucky is unusually good; there 
are 10 per cent more brood sows in 
the State than there were this time 
last year; and although the labor 
supply still is 5 per cent below nor- 
mal the demand for hired farm la- 
bor is 10 per cent below normal, ac- 
cording to the April crop and live- j 
stock report for Kentucky issued by 
the United States Bureau of Mar- 1 
kets and Crop Estimates in co-oper- ' 
ation with State Commissioner of 
Agriculture W. C. Hanna. The con- 
dition of wheat in Kentucky, April 
1 was 94 per cent, of normal com- 
pared to 95 per cent April 1, 1921, 
and an average of 85 per cent April 
1 for the last 10 years. Rye condi- 
tions in this State was 93 per cent 
April 1, compared to 95 per cent 
April 1 last year and an average of 
88 per cent April 1 for the last 10 
years. 

The acreage of wheat sowed in 
Kentucky last fall was approxi- 
mately 670,000 acres compared to 
657,000 acres sowed in 1920; while 
rye (including only that for grain) 
was 19,000 acres last fall compared 
ta 18,000 acres sowed for grain in 
T920. The mild weather this win- 
ter and spring has been very favor- 
able for small grains in all parts of 
the State, except a little drowned 
out on low or fiat land. 

Farm labor is 4 per cent more 
plentiful than on April 1, 1921, but 
still only 95 per cent of a normal 
supply, as many farmers can not af- 
ford to hire labor, and farmers re- 
port they have cut their demands 
for labor 8 per cent below last 
last year's demands and 10 per cent 
below normal. Farmers say in their 
reports that this is due to the gen- 
eral slump in prices of farm pro- 
ducts compared to - former prices 
and to the prices of manufactured 
goods and labor.

Deteriorated by the elements it 

has withstood for 192 years, the 
stone house in the foothills of Exe- 
ter township, Berks county, Pa., 
where Daniel Boone, the Kentucky 
pioneer, was born, is slowly falling 
to ruin from lack of care. Until 
two years ago the house had been 
tenanted and the necessary repairs 
made, but now it is deserted, the 
cellar full of water, windows bro- 
ken, floors decaying and the 160 
acres of estate are uncared for. 

The farm is situated about one 
and a half miles from Stonersville. 
The lane leading to the premises is 
marked by a large white rock by the 
Historic Society of Berks county, on 
which is the inscription: "One quar- 
ter mile to the birthplace of Daniel 
Boone, October 22, 1733." 

In this connection it may be said 
that some authorities give the date 
of his birth as 1734 and 1735, and 
his birthplace Bucks county, Penn- 
sylvania. 

According to history Boone stayed 
here until he was 17 years of age, 
when he went to Kentucky. Tradi- 
tion has it that it was nearby that 
he killed his first bear when he was 
14 years old, and he was so proud 
of his achievement that he carved 
an inscription on a tree with his 
hunting knife, reading: "D. Boone 
killed a bear near here." 

The house has four rooms on the 
first floor, six on the second and an 
attic. The original Boone dwelling 
had two rooms on the first floor and 
three on the second, but an addition 
similar to the original in every re- 
spect was made after the family 
migrated. 

One of the original rooms con- 
tains a large fireplace made of stones 
and still in good condition. Here 
on the mantel place, according to 
tradition, it was, that young Boone 
carved a notch indicating his height 
when he went to Kentucky, and up- 
on his return in middle-age was in- 
terested to see how much he had 
grown. However, the historic notch 
cannot be discovered on the mantel 
piece. 

The shutters and doors of the 
dwelling are hung on wrought iron 
hinges and still are in good condi- 
tion, but many of the windows are 
broken, permitting rain and snow 
to enter and causing the floor to de- 
cay. 

Efforts have been made to have the 
■State purchase the house where the 
pioneer was born, and still more re- 
cently, there have been reports that 
the Historical Society of Clark 
county, Ky., has interested itself in 
the possible purchase of the farm 
for historical purposes. The farm 
is valued at $15,000 according to 
late estimates.
